Columbus, Ohio, 
Hatch 11.—The 
Grand opera house was unable again 
today to give admiesion to more than 
halt of those holding tickets and wear- 
ing badees with McKinley's picture 
thereon. Some of the delegates to the 
republican state convention which was 
to have assembled at 10 a. m. were 
crowded out. With a heavy enow fall- 
ing, standing room on the outside was 
not as desirable as yesterday and there 
was much complaint about the capacity 
of the hall. 


It was 10:15 when 
Senatorelect 
Foraker called the convention to order. 
At that time the stage was crowded 
with Ohio congressmen and other party 
leaders, Bs-Secretary Charles Foster 
had a seat near the presiding ofiScer. 
After prayer by Kev. Mr. Lawrence, 
the committee on credentials reported 
in favor of seating "the committee" 
delegation from Muskingum as against 
"the 
mass 
convention" delegation. 
The report .was adopted with a resolu- 
tion against county committees afisum- 
ing the power in the future of appoint- 
ing delegates. No other contests were 
reported. 


The temporary organization of the 
convention was unanimously made the 
permanent organization, when Chair- 
man Foraker briefly acknowledged the 
double honor and proceeded with busi- 
ness. The report of the committee on 
rules and order of businees changed 
some precedents in the order of nomi- 
nations and discussion was precipitated 
on an amendment to have the nomina- 
tion for food and dairy commiBsioner 
come last on the list. The amendment 
was lost and the report adopted. 


"TongreEsman J. M. Taylor, chairman 
of the committee on resolutions re- 
ported the platform which was greeted 
with frequent applause and adopted: 


The platform enumerates its devotion 
to the principle of protection, de- 
nounces the present tariff law and the 
free wool provision contained in it, and 
reiterates its stand for a reciprocity 
that reciprocates and which does not 
yield up to another country a single 
day's labor that belongs to the Ameri- 
can workingman. 
Continuing, the 
platform says: 


The republican party stands for in- 
ternational agreements which get as 
much as they give, upon terms of 
mutual advantage. It stands for a for- 
eign policy dictated by and imbued 
with a spirit that is genuinely Ameri- 
can; for a policy that will revive the 
national traditions and restore the na- 
tional spirit which carried us proudly 
through the earlier years of tbe cen- 
tury. It stands for such a policy with 
all foreign nations as will insure both 
to us and to them justice, good faith, 
dignity and honor. It stands for the 
Monroe doctrine as Monroe himself 
proclaimed it. It stands for a commer- 
cial policy that will whiten every sea 
with the sails of American vessels fly- 
ing the American flag and that will 
protect that iiag wherever it floats. It 
stands for a fiscal policy opposed to 
debts and deficits in time of peace and 
favors the return of the government to 
a debt paying policy and opposes the 
continuance of the debt making policy. 


In reference to the money question 
the platform says: "We contend for 
honest money ; for a currency of gold, 
silver and paper with which to measure 
our exchange that Ehall bo as souod as 
the government and as untarnished as 
its honor, and to that end we favor 
bimetallism, and demand the UBe of 
both gold and silver as standard moaey, 
either in accordance with a ratio to be 
fixed by an international agreemen, if 
that can be obtained, or under Huch re- 
strictions and such provisioDB to be de- 
termined by legislation, as will secure 
the maintainence of the parity of value 
of the two metals, so that the purchas- 
ing and debt paying power of the dol 
lar, whether of silver, gold or paper, 
shall be at all times equal." 


In indoreiDg William McKinley for

"The great advocate of protection, who

Governor Ass. A. Bushnell, Senator- 
elect J. B. Foraker, Congressman C. H. 
Grosvenor and Hen. Mark A. Hanna 
for delegates at large from Ohio to the 
St. Louis convention. 
He offered the 
following, which was adopted: 


"Reeolved, That Asa S. Bushnell, 
Joseph B. Foraker, Charles H. Gros- 
venor and Marcus A. Hanna be and 
they are hereby elected delegates at 
large from the state of Ohio to the 
republican cational convention at St. 
Louis, and they are instructed by the 
republicans of Ohio to vote and work 
for the nomination of William Mc- 
Kinley.jr, for president of the United 
States." 


Hon. Robert M Neven, of Dayton, in 
a rousing McKinley speech, presented 
the names of Dr. J. E Lowes, of Bay- 
ton, Senator Charles Fleishman, of 
Cincinnati, ex-Senator John P. Greev, 
of Cleveland, and Congressman John 
N. Taylor, of New Lisbon, for alternates 
at large. The rules were suspended, 
and the four were selected by acclama- 
tion. 


Congressmaa Charles H. (irosvenor 
presented the name of I. F. Flack, 
editor of the Sandusky Register, and 
Hon. Albert C. Douglas, jr , of Chilli 
cothe, as candidates for electoris-at-lBrge. 
The rules were suspended and they 
were nominated by acclamation. 


The roll ol eighty-eight counties was 
then called for nominatio bs for state 
ofiSces. The names of Charles Kinney, 
of Scioto; Gen. A. T. Wilkoff, of 
Franklin, and E. W. Doty, of Cuya- 
hoga, were presented for the nomina- 
tions for secretary of state. The ballot 
resulted: 
Doty, 206; Kinney, 427; 
Wikoff; 217. Necessary to choice, 426. 
Kinney's nomination was made unani- 
mous. 


Marshall J. Williams, of Fayette, 
the incumbent, was re nominated for 
supreme judge by acclamation under a 
suspension of the rules. 


The hottest contest of ihe conven- 
tion was for the nomination for food 
and dairy commissioner, for which the 
following 
names 
were 
presented: 
Joseph E. Blackburn, of Belmont; 
Samuel C. Wheeler, of Erie; Henry 
Becker, of Franklin; Frederick B. Me- 
Neal, of Miami; Frank A. Derthick, of 
Portage; E. B Beveretock, of Wood. 
The ballot resulted as follows: Black- 
burn, 253; Wheeler.'33; Becker, 53; 
McNeal, 331; Derthick, 128; Bever- 
stock, 52. Necessary to choice 426; no 
nomination. 


The second ballot resulted as follows: 
Blackburn, 503i; McNeal, 321^; Der- 
thick, 23 
Necessary to choice, 425 
Aiter the announcement of the vote 
the nomination ot Blackburn was made 
unanimous. 


The wholesale grocers and food man 
ufacturers made the fight against Dr. 
McNeal, the incumbent, and defeated 
him after a hard fight with the granger 
element. 


A telegram to Chairman Foraker was 
received from Thomas M. Dougall, of 
Cincinnati, asking for a declaration for 
the better enforcement of the Nichols 
law for the higher taxation of railroad, 
ZSB, electric light, street railway and 
other corporate properties, and also 
their receipts. 
Under the rules, the 
chairman ruled that the resolution 
would be referred to the committee on 
resolutions, which committee had ' al- 
ready completed its work and had its 
report adopted. 


For tbe nomination for member of 
the board of public works the foliow- 
ing names were presented: 
James P. 
Smith, of Auglaize; William C. Grant, 
of Darke; John W. Stillwell, of Miami; 
Joseph T. Robinson, of Seneca; Frank 
A. HoOman, of Van Wert. 


The ballot resulted as follows: Smith, 
54; Grant, 63; Stillwell, 139; Robinson, 
96; Hoffman, 498. 
Neceseary to a 
choice, 426. After the announcement 
cf the vote the nomination cf Hoffman 
was made unanimous and the conven- 
tion adjourned sine die.

The Legislators Lose 
Their Wits 


And Threaten to Resort to 
Violence. 


Representative Kaiiflniaii Un- 
seated in the House, 


And in Ketalltation the »emocratic 
Senntors Unseat MessrN. Jones 
and WaSton. 


On one side of the door leading into 
the house chambers stands the sergeant- 
at-arms of the hcuse, while on the other 
stands the Ber^eant-at-arms of tht 
senate. Jack Chinn, Jim Williams and 
several others. The crowd in the cor- 
ridors and below in the ball ways is 
greatly excited and is hard to restrain. 
The democratic leaders now claim that 
as two senators have been unseated in 
the senate and the house had not yet 
seated Dunlap, that they will elect a 
senator. 


Immediately after the calling of the 
joint house together a ballot for sena- 
tor was taken. 
Edrington voted for 
Blackburn, while Poor refused to vote. 
P. C. Smith voted for S. B. Buckner. 
Toe names of James, Walton and 
Kauffman were not called. The re- 
publicans refused to vote at all with 
the object of breaking a quorum. The 
ballot resulted as follows: 
Blackburn, 
54; Carlisle, 10; Buckner, 1. 


The chair decided that as only sixty^ 
five votes had been cast there was 
no quorum, and, therefore, no election. 
Upon motion the assembly adjourned 
at once. 


ANTI-SALOON WAR. 


Two Magistrates and a Consta- 
ble Asked to llesig^n. 


Citixons of Fowler «pjiose Kaloons. 
Kcinonstratiit^ at <>recui^t>arK'-t''ili* 
zons Win at North ¡Jlnnchester. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 11 —After 
the house had convened this morning 
the clerk read the refusal of Mr. 
Dunlap to prosecute his contest against 
Mr. KauS'man. At its close Mr. Carroll 
arose and stated that the house has no 
right to refuse Mr. Dunlap the right to 
withdraw his contest. This, as far as 
the house is concerned, he claimed, 
settled the matter entirely. 


Representative Robbins, democrat, 
declared that nobody could compel 
Dunlap to do what he did not want to 
do. The very moment he so decided 
the house has no power to unseat Mr. 
Kauffman. 


Representative Lyons, 
republican, 
claimed that Danlap only asked leave 
to withdraw his contest. 
His willing- 
ness to withdraw does not affect the 
right of the house to go ahead with 
the case. "There are, ' he said, ' two 
distinct questions involved. 
One is 
whether Kauffman was elected fairly, 
and the other is, was there fraud and 
was Dunlap entitled to the seat." He 
thought the hous3 should go ahead 
with tbe case. 


Representative Foree, democrat, de- 
clared that it was child's play to argue 
the question of bringing up the case 
again. 


Representative Howard, republican, 
said that it was a question as to who was 
the rightful member from the city of 
Lexington, and it isleSt to the house to 
say if there has been fraud in that 
election. The speaker said in deciding 
the question that it was one for the 
commonwealth to decide. The con- 
test has btea conducted legally. All 
the forms of law have been observed 
and the chair holds that it was perfect- 
ly competent for Dunlap before the 
case had been prosecuted to the end to 
have abandoned the contest, but that 
he had no such right after the case had 
been tried. He cited the case of Callón 
vs. Riardon as a precedent. 
"I hold," 
said he in conclusion, "that the house 
has power to take a vote on the Dunlap- 
Kauffman case, and so rule." 


A vote was then ordered on the 
minority report of the Dunlap-Kauff- 
man case to the effect that Dunlap is 
and Kauffman is not entitled to the 
seat now held by Kauflman. 


Poor and Edrington, populists, voted 
with the democrats. The republicans 
voted solidly to unseat and the minor- 
ity report was adopted by the vote of 
49 to 46. The announcement of the 
vote caused much excitement among 
the democrats, who bad not expected 
such a result. 


As Eoon as the news of the action of 
the house reached the senate. Senator 
Goebel jumped up and moved the 
adoption of an amendment to rule 85 
The motion was eocondcd by Bronston 
amid the wildest confusion 
The chair 
refused to put the motion and kept up 
a continual and loud rapping of his 
gavel. 
The clerk read the amendment 
The chair declarfd that the proceed 
ioRs were revolutionary and a scene of 
riot ensued. 
Senator Bronelon waved 
his arm frantically and shouted to the 
clerk to call the roll. 
Senator Jones 
moved that the senate adjourn. 


Amid the wildest excitement, the 
lieutenant governor put the motion 
and the republicans voted aye m a 
body. 
The lieutenant governor de- 
clared the senate 
adjourced and, 
together with all the republican 
mem-1 
bf ra, leU the cbambpr in a body. 
The j 
report of the committee on elections 
was then read. 
The roll was called 
and Senators Walton and James were i 
declared ineligible to seats in the sen- 
ate, by a vote of twentv-one to none. 
Senator 
Walton 
declared 
that the 
firoceedings weie 
x-evolutionary and 
that he would not submit. 
Senator 
Bronston denounced him and swore 
that neither James nor Walton should 
ever get into the joint assembly to 
vote.

Sr. Loma, Mo, March 11.—With 
imposing ceremonies befitting his rank 
as a prince in the Roman Catholic 
church. Archbishop Richard Kenrick 
was laid to rest in the priests' lot in 
Calvary 
c^etery. 
It is estimated 
that since the remains have been lying 
in state during the past two and a half 
days, at least 125,000 people 
have 
passed through the Cathedral to view 
them. An immense crowd of people 
besieged the Cathedral's doors at an 
early hour today, eager to gain admit- 
tance. 
Great numbers were disap- 
pointed, for the edifice only contains a 
seating capacity hardly sufficient to 
accommodate the prelates and priests, 
who were assembled in large numbers 
from all over the countrj?. The Cathe- 
dral was 
appropriately 
draped in 
mourning. 
In front of the chancel the 
remains of the aged prelate, robed in 
full canonicals, reposed in a simple 
black casket, resting on a catafalque. 


A silver plate on the casket bore the 
following inscription in Latin: "The 
most illastrious and Reverened Peter 
Richard Kenrick who, having been 
born, August 17. 1806, ordained priest 
March 6. 1832, consecrated bishop, 
November 30, 1841, and a rchbiEhop also 
of St. Louis in 1847, died March 4, 
1896. May he rest in peace." 


Cardinal Gibbons occupied a throne 
at the right of the altar and Archbishop 
Kaine, the celebrant, occupied a throne 
to the left. The services were the 
grandest and inost imposing ever seen 
in St. Louis. One cadrdinal, eight arch- 
bishops, more than? twenty bishops, 
and fully 400 priests, assisted by a choir 
of students from the Kenrick semin- 
ary, conducted the services, which con- 
sisted of pontificial requiem mass and 
the oflSce for the dead. 
Archbishop 
Kaine acted as celebrant. 


Following this. Archbishop Ryan de- 
livered an eloquent oration. 
He paid 
the dead prelate a high tiibute as a 
man and priest and reviewed at length 
his life. Continuing, he said: 


"Next to his personal love for Christ 
were his love and devotion for Christ's 
spouse, which he died to sanctify, 
namely, his holy church. 
li he op- 
posed in Rome the definition of papal 
infallibility, it was chiefly, as in the 
case of Cardinal Newman, because he 
feared that its definition would impede 
conversions to the church in this 
country 
and in England. Peo- 
ple, 
he i thought, would 
misunder- 
stand the definition and 
confound, 
as many have done, infallibility with 
impractibility. That opposition arose 
from no disloyalty to the church, and 
no possible human 
motive, if he 
listened to it, might have influenced 
him in the other direction. 
During 
the Vatican council, he was seeking a 
coadjutor bishop to aid him in his 
manifold labors. 
Three names were 
before the congregation of the propa- 
ganda to be presented to the pope, 
from which one should be selected for 
this office. 
It was represented to the 
archbiehop that anj thing v/hich looked 
like opposition to the Roman authori- 
ties mijilit prevent the nomination of 
any man of his choice, as such a man 
would naturally be suspected, if not of 
heterodoxy, at least of coolness 
toward the holy see. 
How little the 
men who made 
this 
representa- 
tion knew the real character of the 
archbishop of St. Louis. For the in- 
terests of the church, if he believed 
tliem at stake, he would have sacrificed 
himfielf and his dearest friends on 
earth.' 


Absolution was performed by Cardi- 
nal 
(iibbons and four 
archbishops. 
This concluded the setviccs, tnd the 
remains were taken to Calvary 
ceme- 
tery, escorted by the cadet corps of the 
St. Louis university 
and followed by 
prelates, clergy and laity in carriages. 
The usual ceremonies at the grave were 
hei'i.

Füwler, Ind., March 11,—The anti- 
saloon war now waging between the 
Fowler Good Citizen's league and the 
liquor faction of this county has be- 
come very bitter. 
Since tbe Nichol- 
son famous liquor bill became a law in 
Indiana the people of Benton county 
have been on the aggressive against the 
saloons, but at every step they have 
been thwarted by the vigilance of the 
liquor men. 
It is claimed that a Lafay- 
ette brewing company donated $1,000 
toward assisting the saloonkeepers in 
securing licenses at the last term of 
court. 
A few days afterward Police- 
man Charles Harver, leader of the 
temperance movement, was assaulted 
and left for dead, but finally recovered* 
Later, a minister of Oxford received an 
annonymous letter, which in unmis- 
takable terms demanded that he cease 
his warfare against the sal-oons, under 
penalty o! having his residence blown 
up with dynamite. 
The letter also 
threatened the lives of the minister and 
his family. 


The murder of Frank Ducharme by 
Freeman Pritchett during an alterca- 
tion in the latter's saloon over an 
eighty cent whisky bill, which oc- 
cured February 28, prompted the ex- 
cited populace to press the fight with 
renewed vigor. 
It is claimed that 
when the officers attempted to procure 
warrants for Pritchett's arrest they 
found two of the three jysùces of the 
peace, who preside over the lower 
courts in this city, intoxicated. A 
meeting was held by the ladies of the 
Methodist church Sunday night, and a 
committee was appointed to investi- 
gate. 
Yesterday morning notices were 
posted, announcing that a mass meet- 
ing of the the citizens would be held at 
the court house at night, and last night 
the court room was crowded. 
Robert 
Chenoworth presided and the Rev. Mr. 
Colvin stated the object of the meet- 
ing 
As a result the following pre- 
amble and resolutions were adopted:

A committee was then appointed to 
prepare papers in impeachment, should 
the officers refuse to resign. A primary 
election was held a few days ago to 
select candidates to be voted for at the 
city election. The fight was on the 
liquor question, the aati saloon people 
winning by a large majority. 


Gbeesshurg, Ind., March ll.—Nearly 
400 of the voters of Clay township 
remonstrated against the issuance of a 
saloon license to George Ottersletter, 
of Burney, and the commissioners have 
refused to issue the license. Otters- 
letter claims that many of the signa- 
tures are illegal, and he will further 
contest. The remonstrants 
include 
the best citizens of the community, 
and they are determined to have no 
saloon. 


This township is about the only one 
in the county that has succeeded in 
keeping out the saloon. In the early 
history of Clifty, in that township, a 
druggist persisted in selling until he 
was closed by the ladies of the W. C. 
T. U. Two years ago George L. Her- 
rón opened a quart shop at Burney, 
and he disobeyed notice to quit selling 
or leave the town. ' During August, 
1894, some men called at Herron's 
home on Sunday night, and repre- 
sented themselves as threshers who 
wanted a supply of whiskey. 
Herrón 
obeyed the summons to open up, 
whereupon 
he was sei/id and 
taken to the railroad 
track one 
mile 
away, 
where 
he was de- 
nuded Of his clothing, and was wired 
to a telegraph pole, where he remained 
until 8 o'clock the next morning, when 
he was discovered by some section 
men. 
He was cruelly beaten and 
whipped, and it was some time before 
he recovered. 
He claimed that he 
recoguíísd some or his assailants and 
bloodhounds were called to tid in track- 
ing thrm, but the temper of the com- 
munity was so strongly antagonistic 
that the hounds v/er« withdrawn and 
nothing came of it save that Herrón 
Bold no more intoxicants. 


Great excitement again prevails, and 
tha friends of Ottersletter fear that his j 
safety is endangered if his appeal is ! 
succeÉisful, as the citizens openly de- ¡ 
clare that no saloon can live there.

New Yoriv March 11—The Herald 
this morning says: "A cable dispatch 
from General William Booth h.is been 
received at Salvation headquarters. It 
is the first public utterance of the 
paternal bead of the army since the 
dissensions began. Ttvo days ago the 
general arrived in London from the 
east and immediately had a conference 
with his eldest son, Bramwell, after 
which the dispatch was written. It 
was read from the platform at the 
'holiness meeting' at headquarters last 
night. Commissioner Eva Bjoth began 
to read the document to the audience, 
trom which all save Salvationists had 
been excluded, but became so over- 
come by emotion when she read about 
the family love which has 'subsisted' 
among the Booths untii;now that she 
called upon one o't her officers to fi nish 
for her. This is the dispatch, which is 
dated 
International 
Headquarters, 
London, England: 


"CoMRADis:—I find it impossible to 
describe the sense of sorrow with 
which I am overwhelmed today. In 
receiving details of the great lo?.s which 
has fallen upon U3 in the action of my 
son, your late commander, every high 
anticipation of my heart for him for 
nearly forty years seems to have been 
swept away, and every vender associa- 
tion of his life with my own and with 
his beloved mother's seems likely to 
be trampled under foot in this hour of 
his sore temptation. The melancholly 
course of action ia which he has em- 
barked has been taken in the face ot 
the expostulations of the chief of staS, 
in spite of afifeclionate entreaties of 
his brother and one sister, and one of 
my most trusted officers, sent expressly 
to New Y ork to reason with him, with- 
out any communication with me of any 
kind and in utter disregard of three 
telegraphic messages from myself urg- 
ing hinS to meet me in London on my 
return from India to which cables I 
have not even received a reply. 


"But, though sorely wounded by this 
calamity, I am more than ever resolved 
in the strength of God, to direct the 
government of this army upon the 
principles of equal justice between man 
and inan. I have never permitted the 
close relationships of family love which 
have subsisted between mo and my 
children to secure lor them any prefer- 
ence in the affairs in the kingdom of 
God over their comrades who, though 
not blood relations, have ever been 
dear to me for their work's sake. I 
will not do so. 


' Your welcome to my daughter. Com 
missioner Eva, in her temporary com- 
mand, has much gratified me. How 
every sensible man must recognize that 
if I had bten willing to retain the 
loyalty of my son by sacrificing the 
principles of the army, I should at the 
same moment have lost, and deservedly 
BO, the confidence and esteem of all 
honest hearted men, as well as the ap- 
proval of my own conscience. 


"The sujügestion that I had souzht to 
Anglicize the army in the United States 
is at once a falsehood and a calumny. 
You, who have heard me plead the 
claims of the lost world, know it. You 
haye stood with me near the croas and 
you know that under the shadow of 
that tree I have pledged you to devote 
your lives to no less a purpose than 
that for which the bleeding victim died 
—the ealvatioij of every nation. The 
Salvation Army is a^ much American 
as it is English. It is of the kindred 
of the poor, and belongs to every land. 


"Comrades, I rely upon you. I have 
done so since the first mutterings of 
this storm reached me in India. You 
have acted just as I should have ex- 
pected you to act. By your toil and 
self-sacrifice and devotion you made 
the army what it is in America and 
you have not been willing to stand by 
and see it destroyed. 
You will show 
no want of patience with those who 
have fallen beneath an almost unpara- 
lelled weight ot temptntian and flit- 
tery. 
You will pray for them without 
ceasing. You will by daily faith fulnesa 
compelí even your most bitter critics 
to see that we are seeking only the 
good of all men. 
You will allow no 
difficulty to check your advance. You 
will not lull your general. 
You will 
not fail your Lord. 
Let ua rrmembfir 
the millions without God and devote 
ourselves anew to their salvation, acd 
He will grant us our hearts desire and 
fulfill ali our ccutisril.

All the members were present at the 
meeting of the city council last night, 
and after the roll call and the reading 
of the minutes of the previous meeting, 
the mayor announced his approval of 
certain ordinances already passed by 
the council. 


The school trustees asked permission 
to purchase lots in the south part of 
the city for the erection of a school 
houss. The request was referred to 
the committee on education. 


The board of public works presented 
the contract made with C, E. Everett 
for a street car franchise in the city 
and urged its ratification by the coun- 
cil. The contract was then read. Its 
terms have already been given in The 
SasTiNEL, the principal provisions of in- 
terest to the public being the agree- 
ment to iurni&h eight tickets for 
twenty five cents, to pay the city 2 per 
cent of the gross receipts and to ac- 
cept passengers from all other intei- 
urban lines at the rate of two and one- 
h&lf cents each. 


Councilman Mohr wanted to know 
why Mr. Everett was not required to 
deposit his bond of $25,000 at once and 
no one answered. Mr. Mohr said that 
in two months other councilmen might 
be called on to deal with the question, 
inasmuch as the bond would not be 
deposited until after the election. 


Mr. Mohr moved that the contract 
be referred to the committee on elec- 
tion ; Mr. Scheld moved to amend and 
refer to the committee of the whole, to 
take it up tonight; Mr. McDonald 
moved to amend the amendment that 
the contract be printed in the council 
proceedings and be referred to the 
committee of the whole, to meet in 
one week for consideration. Mr. Scheid 
accepted the amendment, Mr. Mohr 
withdrew his motion, and the amend- 
ment of Mr. Scheid was adopted. 


Councilman Young's resolution de- 
fining the voting precincts in the 
difierent wards was passed on its third 
reading. 


The committee on contracts and 
franchises reported adversely on Mr. 
Fisher's ordinance taxing the gas 
mains. Thè committee submitted an 
opinion by the city attorney, in which 
he stated that he deemed the ordinance 
illegal and that it would not be sus- 
tained by the courts. 
The report of 
the committee was concurred in. 


The committee on finance reported 
adversely to turning over to the water- 
works trustees 120,000 immediately, 
but reported a resolution authorizing 
the comptroller to pay to the trustees 
such amounts as may be necessary for 
the payment of pipe, as it is purchased, 
until the sum of $20,000 shall have 
been received by them.

A resolution instructing the mayor 
to appoint a special committee of three 
to investigate the aHeged sequestration 
of taxable property by corporations and 
report all false returns to the proper 
officers, with a view to haviag the same 
placed on the tax duplicate, was intro- 
duced, signed by Messrs. Tigar, Sheid, 
Sommers, Waltemath and Griebel. It 
was unanimously adopted, and the 
mayor appointed Tigar, Sheid and 
Wolf to constitute the committee. 


The ordinance prohibiting the sale 
of farm produce on Harrison street at 
retail was favorably reported. 


Mr. Wolf introduced an ordinance 
ratifying 
the contract between Mr. 
Everett and the city, which was re- 
ferred to the committee of the whole, 
and then Mr. Wolf made a motion to 
adjourn, which w.-j.s carried.

Ther« is something fine and high and 
ennobling in the thought of helping 
slam people. To lift them to the plane 
of comfbrt and cleanliness, to provide 
table napkins and bathrooms for them 
to train them to eat with their forks 
instedd of their knives, to teach them 
good grammar, to train their ears to the 
sweet harmonies of the music of Wag 
ner, and especially, to have them say 
"Vogner" instead of plain Wagner— 
what can be more alluring? 
' 


Yet there are obstacles in the way of 
realizing this kingdom of sestheticism on 
earth, obstacles that the church and col 
lege settlement people little count on 
when they begin the delightful and 
philanthropic work of 
elevating the 
masses. The worst obstacles is the mass 
es themselves. They do not want to be 
elevated, at least many of them do not. 


That lively philanthropist Edward 
Atkins(Hi, who has certainly tried to 
help the masses with- his wonderful A1 
ladinoyen that cooks half a dozen things 
at once and keeps the honse warm and 
gives a light to read by besides and costs 
so much that [the masses cannot afford 
to buy it, this amiable Mr. Edward 
Atkinson has spent some time visiting 
the poorer claases in the sweatshop dis 
tricts. In one boarding honse in the dir- 
tiest quarter of Boston he found a man 
"reclining on the steps in a comatose 
condition." Anybody not from Boston 
would have said he was just plain 
drunk. It will also be news to many 
people that any quarter of the town of 
Boston could be dirty. At any rate, 
though, the comatose boarder had drop 
ped his savings bank book. An inspec 
tion of it showed that he had $400 de 
posited, plenty to live ii^ a clean locality 
and be respectable, yet from deliberate 
choice he took the dirtiest part of Bos 
ton for his residence. 


Some benevolent people who pitied 
the condition of the poor in bedng de- 
prived of comfort built neat little cot- 
tages and provided each with a bath- 
room.^ The consequence was that one 
family occupying the cottages used the 
bathtub to pack the family pork in. 
Thfy said that was the way they did in 
Canada. Another slum family fonnd the 
bathtub the greatest possible conven- 
ience as an ash .bin. 


Suoh are some of the sad' results of 
t^ing to elevate slnm pebple.' The only 
way seems torbe to let the old jilnsbi- 
merar.go their nnclean and improvideht 
g u t w d begin on their children. ^ If 
canght young enough, these can be ele- 
vated. 
At the same time the stifiest 
possible sanitary laws, rigidly enforced, 
may reach their parents somewhat. 


The most singular situation in French 
politics since the founding of the third 
republic has been presented during the 
recent winter. The constitution of the 
state declares that a cabinet shall resign 
when a vote of parliament is pronounced 
against it. The quarrels of a French 
cabinet have heretofore been with the 
lower house, the chamber of deputies, 
never tmtil now with tl)e senate. The 
house, being tiie larger and more infln- 
ential, has always had its own way in 
deposing in objectionable mihisti^. This 
time, however, the tables were tmrned. 
The Bourgeois ministry was supported 
by a majority of the chamber of depu- 
ties. The senate was unalterably op- 
posed to its policy and the senate mean- 
time claimed the same right as the house 
to down a ministry opposéd to it.

fact that the crisis has been>genérálly 
regarded with a feeling bordering on in- 
difference by the public shows that under 
republican government the excitable 
French people are learning nobly to keep 
their heads on and remain pool when 
tempests arise in the political teapots < 


A foolish and antiquated custom still 
prevails in some parts of making jurors 
and witnesses kiss a Bible when taking 
oath to do the right thing in the matter 
in court. It is a relic of superstition as 
silly and barbarous as making a sup- 
posed murderer criminal pass through 
fire to show whether he was guilty or 
innocent. The Bible is a sacred book, 
but after one single Biblical volume has 
been used in a court for some 15. or 20 
years the outside of it gets so grimy as 
to belie any claim to sacrednessso far as 
it is concerned. There is no disease.in 
the uatalogxie Which a juror or witness 
might not get from kissing' a book that 
had been previously kissed for a term of 
years by all sorts and conditions of peo- 
ple. The use of a Bible in this way is 
^ough to destroy respect for it 


The south made great progress agri- 
culturally in 1895. At the close of that 
year statistics showed the farmers were 
less in debt than they were at the close 
of 1894, and that they had diversified 
their products as well, raising grain, 
vegetables and meat for their own con- 
sumption.

Strong efforts will be made by the 
house committee on postoffices «nd 
post roads to secure the passage by the 
house of a bill to increase the compen- 
sation of railway mail clerks. The first 
bill introduced in this congress was 
one by Mr. Linton, of Michigan, to 
recognize this, branch of the service, 
and the committee has directed Mr. 
Linton to report the bill favorably. By 
its proviéiiinB the number of classes in 
the service on a salaiy basis is in- 
creased from five to. ten and salaries 
of clerks range from $800 to $1,500. 
thé proposition to have 2 per cent, 
of the salaries withheld to 
estab- 
iish a pension fund was withdrawn, 
as it .was feared that the opposition 
to civil pensions in the house might 
endanger the whole bill. 
Reliable 
statistics showed that the mortality 
among mail clerks through railroad 
accidents is greater than that among 
the troops in the civil war. These 
clerks are required to pass an examina- 
tion at a rating of more than 79 per 
cent, and are not given vacations, 
although the departmental employes" in 
Washington have thirty days.

Proceedings or tbe Slate Convention 


Held nt Colntubus-The Ticket 


Nominated. 


COICMBUS, Ohio, March 11.—The 


Grand opera house wss unable again 
today to give admission to more thr.n 
halt of those holding tickets and wear- 
ing badees with McKinley's picture 
thereon. Some of the delegates to the 
republican state convention which waa 
to have assembled at. 10 a m. were 
crowded out. With a heavy enow fall- 
ing, standing room on the outside was 
not as desirable as yesterday and there 
was much complaint about the capacity 
of the hall. 


It was 10:15 when Senator elect 


Foraker called the convention to order. 
At that time the stage was crowded 
with Ohio congressmen and other party 
leaders. Er-feecretary Charles Foster 
hud a Eeat near the presiding officer. 
After prayer by Kev. Mr. Lawrence, 
the committee on credentials reported 
in favor ol seating "the 
committee" 


delegation from Muskingum as against 
"the 
mass 
convention" delegation. 


The report was adopted with a resolu- 
tion against county committees assum- 
ing the power in the future of appoint- 
ing delegates. No other contests were 
reported. 


The temporary organization of the 


convention was unanimously made the 
permanent organization, when Chair- 
man ForaEer brie fly acknowledged the 
double honor and proceeded with busi. 
ness. The report of the committee on 
rules and order of business changed 
some precedents in the order of nomi- 
nations and discussion was precipitated 
on an amendment to have the nomina 
tion for food snd dairy commissioner 
come last on ibe list The amendment 
was lost anoVthe report adopted. 


Congressman J. M. Taylor, chairman 


of the committee on resolutions re- 
ported the platform which was greeted 
with frequent applause and adopted: 


The platform enumerates its devotion 


to the principle of protection, de- 
nounces the present tariff law and the 
free wool provision contained in it, and 
reiterates its stand for a reciprocity 
that reciprocates and which does not 
yield up to another country a single 
day's labor that belongs to the Ameri 
can workingman. 
Continuing, the 


platform says: 


The republican party stands for in' 


ternational agreements which get as 
much as they give, upon terms ol 
mutual advantage. It stands for a for- 
eign policy dictated by and imbued 
with a spirit that is genuinely Ameri- 
can ; for a policy that will revive the 
national traditions and restore the na- 
tional spitit which carried us proudly 
through the earlier years of the cen- 
tury. It stands for such a policy with 
all foreign nations as will insure both 
to us and to them justice, good faith, 
dignity and honor. It stands for the 
Monroe doctrine as Monroe himself 
proclaimed it. It stands for a commer 
cial policy that will whiten every sea 
with the sails of American vessels tty 
ing the American flag and that will 
protect that fUg wherever it floats. Ii 
stands for a fiscal policy opposed to 
debts and de ficits in time of peace anc 
favors the return of the government to 
a debt paying policy and opposes the 
continuance of the debt making policy 


In reference to the money question 


the platform ssys: "We contend for 
honest money; for a currency of gold 
silver and paper with which to measure 
our exchange that shall be as sound ai 
the government and as untarnished ai 
its honor, and to that end we favo: 
bimetallism, and demand the use o 
both gold and silver as standard money 
either in accordance with a ratio to bi 
fixed by an international agrtemen, i 
that can be obtained, or under such re 
strictions and such provisions to be de- 
termined by legislation, as will secur 
the maintainence of the parity of valu 
of the two metal*, so that the purchas 
ing and debt paying power of the do 
lar, whether of silver, gold or psper 
shall be ftt all times equal."

church, Archbishop Richard Kenriek 
was laid to rest in the priests' lot in 
'alvary cemetery. 
It is estimated 


that since the remains have been lying 
in state during the past two and a half 
days, at least 125.00*) people have 
passed through the Cathedral to view 
them. An immense crowd of people 
besieged the Cathedral's doors at an 
early hour today, eager to gain admit- 
tance. 
Great number* wore disap- 


pointed, for the edifice only contains a 
seating capacity hardly sufficient to 
accommodate tho prelates and priests, 
who were assembled in large numbers 
from all over the country. The Cathe- 
dral was 
appropriately 
draped in 


mourning, 
fn front of the chancel the 


remains of the aged prelate, robed in 
full canonicals, reposed in a simple 
black casket, resting on s catafalque. 


A silver plate on the casket bore the 


following inscription in Latin- "The 
most illustrious and Reverened Peter 
Richard Kenrick who, having been 
born, August 17. 1800. ordained priest 
March fi, 1632. consecrated bishop, 
November 30,1341. and archbishop also 
of 81 Louis in 1847, died March 4, 
18% 
May he rest in peace." 


Cardinal Gibbons occupied a throne 


at the right of the altar and Archbishop 
Kaine, the celebrant, occupied a throne 
to the left. The services were the 
grandest and most imposing ever seen 
in St Louis. One cardinal, eight arch- 
bishops, more than twenty bishops, 
and fully 400 priests, assisted by a choir 
ol students from the Kenrick semin- 
ary, conducted the services, which con- 
sisted of pontificial requiem mass and 
the office for the dead. Archbithop 
Kaine acted as celebrant. 


Following this, Archbishop Ryan de- 


livered an eloquent oration, 
He paid 


tho dead prelate a high tubule as a 
man and priest and i-ivicwed at length

saloon war now waging between the 
Fowler Good Citi/.en's league and the 
liquer faction of this county has be- 
come very bitter.

son famous liquor bill became a law in 
Indiana the people of Beuton county 
have been on the aggressive against the 
saloons, but at every step they have 
been thwarted by the vigilance of the 
liquor men. It ia claimed that a Lafay- 
ette brewing company donated $1,000 
tdward assisting the saloonkeepers in 
securing licenses at the last term of 
court. A few days afterward Police- 
man Charles Harver, loader of the 
temperance movement, was assaulted 
and left for dead, but finally recovered 
Later, a minister of Oxford received an 
annouymous letter, which in unmis- 
takable terms demanded that be cease 
his warfare against the saloons, under 
penalty ol having his residence blown 
up with dynamite. 
The letter also 


threatened the lives of the minister and 
his family. 


The murder of Frank Ducbarme by 


Freeman Pritchett during an alterca- 
tion in the latter's saloon over an 
eighty cent whisky bill, which oc- 
cured February '-$. prompted the ex- 
cited populace to press the fight with 
renewed vigor. 
It is claimed that 


when the officers attempted to procure 
warrants for Pritcbett's arrest they 
found two of the three justices of the 
peace, who preside over the lower 
courts in this city, intoxicated. A 
meeting was held by the ladies of the 
Methodist church Sunday night, and a 
cpmmittee was appointed to investi- 
gate. Yesterday morning notices weru 
posted, announcing that a mass meet- 
ing of tho the citizens would be held at 
the court house at night, and last night 
the court room was crowded.

The fight was on the 
liquor question, the anti saloon people 
winning by a large majority. 


GRK«KSBUBfi, Ind., March 11.—Nearly 


400 of the voters of Clay township 
remonstrated against the issuance of a 
saloon license to George Oltersletter, 
of Burney, and the commissioners have 
refused to isnuo the license. Otters- 
letter claims that many of the signa 
lures are illegal, and he will further 
contest. The remonstrants include 
tho befit citizens of the community, 
and they are determined to have no 
saloon. 


This township is about the only one 


in the county that has succeeded in 
keeping out the saloon. In the early 
history of Clifty, in that township, a 
druggist persisted in selling until he 
was closed by the ladies of the W. C. 
T. U. Two years ago George L. Her- 
ron opened a quart shop at Burney, 
and he disobeyed notice to quit selling 
or leave the town. During August,
